Hotel-keepers, whose bars do big 
business, say that their sales are 
steady but there is no wild spending. 

Bookmakers in Sydney and Mel¬ 
bourne report that people are betting 
on the horses in modest sums instead 
of big wagers that used to go around 
the ring. Melbourne bookmakers esti¬ 
mate their takings at a recent im¬ 
portant race meeting were down 50 
per cent, though attendance at the 
track was larger than a year ago. 
Totalizator figures are also down. 

There has been a decline in savings 
deposits with banks. Deposits with 
trading banks dropped by about $10,- 
000,000 * in June. Deposits with 
the government-controlled Common¬ 
wealth Bank after reaching record 
figures in July have fallen from a 
monthly average of $20,000,000 to 
about $700,000.

Makes Speedy Dla'^nosis 
Of Flayer's Injuries 

LONDON.—A portable X-ray out¬ 
fit, enabling a speedy diagnosis of a 
player’s injuries has aroused the in¬ 
terest of trainers in the soccer world. 

Ottenham Hotspur, London’s sec¬ 
ond division club, instigated the idea. 
One of their most ardent fans, Ed¬ 
ward Barber, is an X-ray expert and 
when the Spurs are playing at the 
White Hart Lane Ground, he always 
is present with his outfit stored in 
his automobile. 

If a player is injured during a 
match and Trainer George Hardy 
thinks that the injury may be ser¬ 
ious, Barber is called to the dressing 
room and takes a photograph of the 
injury. He then drives home, develops 
the plates and in less than two hours 
the prints are placed before the club 
doctor for his opinion. 

This speedy attention to a player’s 
injuries has greatly helped the club 
doctor in his treatment of the play¬ 
ers. It has proved a valuable time 
saver for the club, as quick diagnosis 
and treatment frequently cut down 
the period of absence of the injured j 
player from the first team. 

Several league football clubs are 
already making inquiries into the! 
possibility of having a similar outfit 
available at their own grounds, es¬ 
pecially as the lengthy absence of a 
key man may jeopardize a team’s i 
chances.

This would increase the price to beet 
growers from the present $11 a ton 
to $12.50 a ton in 1947.

Mincemeat Muffins 

1 cup all brftn Vi cup-sugar 

% cup milk 1 egg 

1 cup prepared mincemeat 1 cup sifted flour 

2 tablespoons shortening ; 3 tablespoons baking powder 

Vs teaspoon salt. 

•Combine all bran, jniik and mincemeat; let soak about 5 minutes. Blend 
shortening and sugar; add egg and beat well. Stir in the bran and mince¬ 
meat mixture. Add dry ingredients which have been sifted together; mix 
only until liquid and dry ingredients are combined. Fill greased muffin pans 
two-thirds full. Bake in moderately hot oven (400 deg. F.) about 25 minutes.

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WINNIPEG.—A training: pool to 
be sot up by the four western prov¬ 
inces to look after common needs in 
such fields as the training of dentists, 
medical and psychiatric social work¬ 
ers, dietitians and medical specialists 
was advocated in the report of a spe¬ 
cial committee of the Rockefeller 
Foundation released here by the 
Manitoba government. 

In view of the comparatively small 
populations in the western provinces, 
the report said that it would be un¬ 
economical and unnecessary for each 
to establish training institutions of all 
categories. 

A joint planning commission, set 
up by the governments and the uni¬ 
versities of the western provinces, 
was recommended ns a medium 
whereby plans could be considered 
for the overall requirements. 

The report suggested an essential 
preliminary step would be for each 
province to set up its own joint gov- 
emmeht-university planning commit¬ 
tee. 

The Rockefeller committee, asked 
by the provincial government and the 
University of Manitoba last June to 
examine existing and planned health 
measures in the province, lauded the 
Manitoba health plan as the “most 
realistic approach in Canada that we 
have knowledge of for the provision 
of better health services.” 

While praising the setup planned 
under the 1945 provincial Health Ser¬ 
vices act, the committee made a 
number of recommendations designed 
to hasten the act’s implementation. 

It urged that a full-time professor 
of social and preventative medicine 
be appointed at the University of 
Manitoba, together with necessary 
assistants. The appointment of full¬ 
time heads for surgery, medicine, ob¬ 
stetrics, gynaecology and roentgen¬ 
ology in the medical faculty was also 
recommended. 


only 24,000,000 acres to wheat in 
1947 for a 1,900,000-acre reduction 
from the 25,900,000 acres seeded this 
year. 

Announcing 1947 farm production 
targets at the end of a three-day 
meeting, the conference also recom¬ 
mended that oats acreage be boosted 
to 14,310,200 acres from the 13,162,- 
700 seeded this year and that barley 
acreage be increased almost 20 per 
cent, to 8,000,000 from this year’s 
total of 6,730,500 acres. 

The conference agreed that the 
barley acreage should be increased 
through some “incentive” yet to be 
determined. There had been sugges¬ 
tions during the conference discus¬ 
sions that a bonus be paid to farmers 
for every acre seeded to barley. 

The decision to increase the output 
of feed grains—oats and barley—re¬ 
flected the emphasis placed during 
the conference discussions on the 
need of providing more feed if farm¬ 
ers were to maintain output of meat 
and dairy products. 

The recommended rye acreage for 
1947 was 487.100, six per cent, be¬ 
low the 518,090 acres seeded in 1946. 

The conference recommended that 
the prairie provinces put 18,811.100 
acres in summerfallow—land left idle 
for a year as a conservation measure 
—compared with the 18,906,000 acres 
summerfallow this year. 

The target for mixed grains, grown 
principally in Quebec and Ontario, 
was placed at 1.453,400, a four-per 
cent, gain over this year’s total of 
1,399,300 acres.

Britain “equal partners” in treating 
the two zones as a single area. 

Byrnes and British Foreign Secre¬ 
tary Ernest Bcvin in a joint state¬ 
ment said: 

“The agreement contemplates an 
economic program designed to make 
the area self-sustaining In three 
years. By this program it is expected 
not only to decrease the cost of oc¬ 
cupation of the area but also to make 
possible the gradual restoration of a 
healthy non-aggressive German econ¬ 
omy which will contribute materially 
to the economic stability of Europe.” 

The agreement includes a promise 
by the two governments to increase 
the present ration standard for Ger¬ 
many from 1,550 calories to 1,800 
calories as soon as the world food 
supply permits. 

Byrnes admitted that the immed¬ 
iate cost to the American taxpayer 
under the plan to fuse the two zones 
will be greater—approximately $100,- 
000,000 more in 3947 than it would 
have been if the two zones remain 
separate. But he explained that at 
the end of three years under the uni¬ 
fied plan it is expected that the two 
zones, by operating together, would 
attain economic self-sufficiency. He 
said that would be impossible if the 
two zones remained separate. 

Byrnes admitted also that he had 
not consulted members of congress 
who will be responsible for approving 
higher appropriations in the next 
year or so. He appeared confident, 
however, that congress could be 
persuaded that in the long run eco¬ 
nomic fusion will cost the American 
taxpayer less. 


ALBERTA LIVESTOCK 
HITS NEW RECORD 


Valued In Excess Of 
$3,500,000 Was Handled 

CALGARY.—Livestock valued in 
excess of $3,500,000 was handled 
through the Alberta stockyards dur¬ 
ing November to set an all-time rec¬ 
ord for livestock handlings for any 
month, officials of the Alberta Stock- 
yards company said.

LEAD SHIPS LEAVE 


GOING TO OXFORD 


U.S. Navy's Expedition Is On Its 
Way To South Pole 

ABOARD THE U.S.S. MT. OLYM¬ 
PUS.—The lead ships of the United 
States navy’s expedition to Antarc- j 
tica steamed through Hampton Roads 
Dec. 2 and headed for the South Pole. 

A cold wave which hit Norfolk 
chilled some of the sailors’ enthus¬ 
iasm for the four-months trip of ex -1 
ploration and scientific-military test¬ 
ing, but generally the departure mov¬ 
ed smoothly. 

The flagship Mt. Olympus, the ice¬ 
breaker Northwind, the seaplane ten¬ 
der Pine Island and the destroyer 
Brownson left the Virginia port with 
supplies sufficient to last eight 
months if necessary.

Detailing for the first time the em¬ 
ployment of former enemy brain¬ 
power, an announcement said the 
scientists had advanced American re¬ 
search in several fields from two to 
10 years. 

Since September, 1945, the number 
put to work for the United States, 
principally at Wright field, O., and 
the white sands rocket-proving 
ground in New Mexico, has grown to

The scientists and technicians in¬ 
clude the former chief designer for 
the Messcrschmitt aircraft works and 
the technical director of the Nazis’ 
wartime Peenemunde rocket proving 
ground on the Baltic.

Others have been hired by Russia 
and Great Britain, but those countries 
have disclosed neither the exact num¬ 
bers nor the work in which the 
scientists are engaged. It recently 
was announced a group is en route 
to Canada. 

Lifting the secrecy in effect for 
more than a year, the war depart¬ 
ment last month permitted interviews 
and photographs of the 86 at W’right 
field and 118 at Fort Bliss, Tex., and 
the nearby white sands proving 
ground. A formal announcement is¬ 
sued as these were released for pub¬ 
lication said: 

1. Some are helping design a new 
high-speed, lightweight diesel engine 
intended primarily as a prime mover 
for light, high-powered locomotives, 
but adapted to marine and other use. 

2. The men who developed the rib¬ 
bon parachute are helping improve 
this device for high-speed landing of 
cargo and men, and for slowing down 
aircraft in landing and diving. 

3. Others are helping in perfecting 
heavy-duty equipment of German de¬ 
sign for fabrication of light metals. 
One scientist turned over “invaluable” 
reports on techniques for aeronautical 
research. 

4. Still others are engaged in de¬ 
veloping aircraft wind tunnels, con¬ 
solidating information on jet propul¬ 
sion as related to rotary wing design, 
and on synthetic petroleum produc¬ 
tion. The latter includes hydrogena¬ 
tion of coal to produce synthetic pe¬ 
troleum products, carbonization of 
coal and oil shale, and synthesis of 
gas by the German “fischer tropsch” 
process. 


President Truman Appoints Treasury 
Undersecretary Gardner To 
Great Britain 

WASHINGTON. — President Tru¬ 
man appointed Treasury Undersecre¬ 
tary O. Max Gardner ambassador to 
Great Britain at a time when this 
country and Britain are engaged In 

a major diplomatic Htrugglo to pre¬ 
serve democracy In Europe. 

Gardner, former governor of North 
Carolina, succeeds W. Averell Harri- 
man, who quit the important post at 
the court of St. James to become sec¬ 
retary of commerce in Mr. Truman’s 
cabinet. 

The president told his news con¬ 
ference that Gardner would take over 
the London embassy as soon as pos¬ 
sible. He said he had given no thought 
to appointment of a successor in the 
treasurer undersecretaryship. 

Gardner’s appointment, like all 
others made by the president while 
congress is in recess, will be subject 
to confirmation by a Republican-con¬ 
trolled senate in January. 


DUCKS GO WEST 


Alberta Man Claims They Fly Over 
Rockies To Pacific Coast 

WEMBLEY, Alta.—B. Hamm of 
this northern Alberta town claims to 
have obtained proof that ducks fly 
over the Rocky mountains from the 
Peace River district to the Pacific 
coast. 

Last year Mr. Hamm banded 1,111 
ducks and has received 120 returns, 
including 87 birds killed on the Pacif¬ 
ic coast. This year Mr. Hamm, who 
has a fine collection of stuffed birds 
and animals, banded 1,163 ducks and 
is waiting further proof of the ducks’ 
flight westward.

Britain Not Making Plans For 
Military Pact With America 

LONDON.—A source high in the 
Labor government said Britain is not 
formulating plans “for any sort of a 
military pact with America which 
would commit one or the other to 
any definite action in the event of 
certain eventualities.” 

He denied an assertion in the Com¬ 
munist newspaper Daily Worker that 
Britain was about to enter secretly 
into a 10-year de facto military al¬ 
liance with the United States, in 
which Britain would supply the fight¬ 
ing men and the United States would 
provide arms. 

The informant said that any ne¬ 
gotiations now in progress between 
the two countries involved only in¬ 
tegration of armaments.

BERLIN.—The German State Rail¬ 
ways announced that “flying col¬ 
umns” of railway police, together 
with Russian military police, have ar¬ 
rested 15 members of robber gangs 
which have been holding up trains in 
the Russian occupation zone. 

There have been more than 800 
attacks on German trains in the Rus¬ 
sian zone, but the attacks have been 
declining, railway officials said. They 
reported 27 gang robberies and 22 
single bandits during October.

Canadian Patent Office here will give 
you a monopoly on your invention 
for $25—if it’s new—and the exclus¬ 
ive right to make what money you 
can from it for 17 years. 

First of all, though, be certain 
you’ve got an "invention”. It must 
be "any new and useful art, process, 
machine, manufacture or composition 
of matter” or an improvement of one 
of these before your brain-child can 
be filed away with the approximately 
430,000 other patents that have been 
collected by the Patent Office since 1 
1824. 

Furthermore, it isn’t cricket to 
borrow an idea from a neighbor or a 
friend. Before making an application 
for a patent the applicant must swear 
he is "the first and true inventor.” 

So if you've been intending to patent 
some of those handy gimmicks your 
inventive neighbor has perfected but 
doesn’t seem to care about, just for¬ 
get it.

WASHINGTON The United States 
has signed civil aviation agreements 
with Australia nnd New Zealand, the 
first to be reached with those coun¬ 
tries. This brought the total of such 
agreements to 25. 

Pan American airways began a 
scheduled air route to New Zealand 
in 1940 under an agreement with 
that country, hut there never has 
been any scheduled commercial air¬ 
line service between the United 
States and Australia. 

The Australians have purchased 
several four-engine planes and are 
ready to begin service to Vancouver, 
B.C., by way of Honolulu and San 
San Francisco. 

In a statement issued after the 
signing. Norman Makin. Australian 
ambassador, said the two agreements, 
with the one between the United 
States and Great Britain, “set the 
stage for the full operation of British 
CommonwelUth Pacific airlines,” 
which proposes shortly to begin three 
services bi-weekly between Australia 
and the United States and one be¬ 
tween New Zealand and the United 
States.

HOUSING CONTINUES TO BK A FOREMOST PROBLEM in all parts 

of Canada and it appears that it may remain so for some time yet. The seri¬ 
ousness of the situation is of grave concern to everyone. Particular atten¬ 
tion has been directed to the plight of veterans and their families and that 
is. indeed, one of the darkest aspects of the whole problem. There is no one 
who would deny the right of those men and women who served in the armed 
forces to expect to return to the comfort and security of a home, yet there 
are many thousands of veterans and their families today whose situation in 
respect to housing can only be described as desperate.

In Ancient Days 


Hals Worn By Women Were More 
Fearsome Than Modern Type 

Modern man whose wife’s new hat 
causes him to shudder in horror, 
would have been fit to be tied had he 
lived in ancient days when women’s 
hats were something to fear. Re¬ 
search shows that one ancient fem¬ 
inine headgear consisted of a set of 
horns edged with miniver and inter¬ 
laced with pearls. Another style re¬ 
sembled a towering steeple. To top 
them all was a precariously perched 
schooner in full sail on the towering 
coiffure of an 18th century duchess, 
reveals an article in the current issue 
of C-I-L Oval. 

Beaver; once popular in hat mak¬ 
ing, has been replaced by straw, silk, 
wool, plastics and nylon.

Dominion government drew up a program providing for the building of be¬ 
tween fifty and sixty thousand dwellings in the years 1916 and 1947. Al¬ 
though this is a large undertaking, it is estimated that it would still not 
provide the number of homes needed in Canada today. In building circles it 
is believed that due to shortage of construction materials it is unlikely that 
more than half of this proposed number of homes will be completed. In spite 
of the fact that the project has been given priorities on materials, builders 
report that between thirty and thirty-five thousand dwellings, which are 
now under construction, and which were to have been ready in the early 
winter, will not be completed until the spring because of the shortage of ma¬ 
terials. 


The weed, whose long, running 
roots push through the soil to kill 
thousands of dollars worth of grain 
annually, flowers late in June and 
soon afterward spreads its seeds— 
as many as 19.000 from a single 
plant. 

H. E. Wood, supervisor of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s program, said the chief ob¬ 
ject was to make farmers aware of 
the menace and to impress upon 
them that destruction would have to 
be on a province-wide basis. 

According to Government files, the 
first sow thistle was recorded on a 
farm near Cartright, 95 miles south¬ 
west of Winnipeg, in 1896. Little at¬ 
tention was paid to the weed at that 
time and it spread northwest into 
the Red River valley region. By the 
1920s the blight was killing a con¬ 
siderable portion of the Manitoba 
crop annually. 

Drought, aided by grasshoppers 
and the increasing availability of 
cultivating machinery, pretty well 
destroyed the thistle in the pre-war 
years. By last season, however, it 
had returned after several summers 
of good moisture, labor shortages 
and scarcity of new machinery. 

Principal recommendation to farm¬ 
ers. Mr. Wood said, whs to encourage 
regular post-harvest fall plowing, of¬ 
ten deluyed until Hpri»K during the 

war. Other measures, more effective 
in the long run, were to cultivate 
frequently during summer-fallow and 
to seed all road allowances where the 
sow thistle prospers unhindered by 
plows. Careful summer-fallow plow¬ 
ing could eradicate it in a single 
season. 

It was true, he said, that the 
thistle roots, when broken up by a 
plow*, were capable of growing again 
into separate plants, but frequent 
plowing kept the soil loose enough to 
prevent roots taking hold. 

Asked if the commission anticipat¬ 
ed furthfcr spread of the thistle from 
neighboring Saskatchewan, he said it 
was least extensive there due to drier 
soil.

^ n ** rT **^* of private builders to solve the problem in individual 
cases. They too. have been hampered by shortage of supplies and by a sharp 
increase in building costs. Mr. C. D. Howe, Minister of Reconstruction, fore¬ 
cast last summer that by the spring of 1947 the housing situation would 
likely be twenty per cent, tighter than it was in March. 1916. This Is not 
a pleasant prospect, but it is apparently one which will have to be faced. 
There are many theories as to what should be done to solve the problem. 
Obviously the solution depends largely on the building of new homes, and to 
speed up building it will be necessary to increase considerably the supply 
of essential materials and to train workers in the building trades. It has also 
been suggested from many quarters that all nen-essential construction 
should be l ui tailed at this time. Whatever measures are taken, it is appar¬ 
ent that w*e cannot look to an early end of the present housing shortage.

One of the bent friends 
of man’s best friend, the Royal Can¬ 
adian Mounted Police rose in spirit¬ 
ed defense of the horse. 

Although be has been driven Into 
the background by modern mechan¬ 
ism, the horse is far from being 
through, say the Mountlea stoutly. 

"Police forces everywhere have be¬ 
come mechanised. But while this 
supplanting process has advanced far, 
it is certain from the police viewpoint 
that a final blow’ to live horse-power 
never will be struck.” 

The R.C.M.P. was moved to the 
horse’s defense by a Canadian Press 
story which pointed out that in all 
Canada there were only 200 horses, 
used by police, including the R.C.¬ 
M.P., and added, "That fine figure 
on horseback, the mounted policeman, 
has had its day.” 

"Though nearly ousted by the mo¬ 
tor car,” said the Quarterly, "motor¬ 
cycle and plane in the fast pace set i 
by modern law enforcement, the I 
horse still must taj^c over on back 
concessions on those not infrequent 
occasions when nature holds the pol¬ 
ished machine helpless in her grip.” 

"Since the force's inception In 1873, 
the horse has been a major factor in 
our history. In the future, too, he 
will have his special role, for he con¬ 
tinues to reign supreme in some 
phases of police work.”

die. 

They came from far-flung regions 
of the Dominion west of Montreal to 
join this biggest exodus since 1939 
when war restrictions put a clamp on 
travel. Most were men and most were 
aged, going home to stay. Rut about 
40 per cent, will return when their 
business in China is done. 

As they boarded a train here for 
San Francisco, immigration ‘ authori¬ 
ties saw in the movement, possibili¬ 
ties of a definite decrease in Canada's 
Chinese population. 

More thRn 800 arc on reservation 
lists awaiting passage, and still other 
hundreds arc waiting to get on the 
lists, now closed because of g short¬ 
age of trans-raoific shipping. 

Even while the 600 entrained for 
'Frisco from where they sail, move¬ 
ments were afoot in Victoria and Ot¬ 
tawa for repeal of the 1932 Chinese 
Immigration act.

aluminum, helium-filled, jet-propelled 
city could be built in only a few 
years at a cost much lower than the 
cities now resting on the earth. 

In 20 years ns an engineer, he has 
invented a cockie-making machine, a 
peanut machine, a gadget that 
mends runs’ in women's stockings, j 
permanent waving machines, juke 
boxes, photo-electric rifle games and 
precision tools. 

Now he wants to go up in the air 
, and take his neighbors with him.

The best interests of Canada are ' 
not being served by those individuals 
who oppose compulsory pasteuriza- • 
tion of milk. Dr. Gordon Bates said 
in a recent interview. Dr. Bates, Gen¬ 
eral Director of the Health League 
of Canada, reaffirmed the League’s 
determination to achieve universal 
pasteurization throughout the Domin¬ 
ion. 

Ontario at present is the only prov- , 

ince with province-wide legislation in 

force. 

"Those individuals who, chiefly by 
letters to newspapers, attack the ad¬ 
visability of pasteurization are either 
ignorant of the facts or are prompted 
by other motives,” Dr. Bates said. 
"It should be realized that these per¬ 
sons are setting up their unsupported 
opinions against the universal find¬ 
ings of the medical profession and i 
associated scientific workers. 

"Milk is a wholesome and beneficial i 
food If it is pasteurized. In its raw- 
state it can be a menace to health 
and life. Those who oppose pasteuriz¬ 
ation should be prepared to accept 
some responsibility for the harvest 
of lives and sickness taken annually 
in Canada by such milk-borne dis¬ 
eases as bovine tuberculosis, undulant 
fever, typhoid and paratyphoid fevers, 
septic sore throat, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and dysentery.” 

Dr. Bates said it is necessary to 
weed out of dairy herds those animals 
suffering from tuberculosis, Bang's 
disease, and other communicable dis¬ 
eases. However, this would not alone 
assure a safe milk supply, because 
milk frequently was found to have 
been contaminated by human hand¬ 
lers. 

"To be completely safe, milk must 
come from certified animals, it must 
be cleanly handled, and it must be 
pasteurized,” he said. "Pasteurization 
should be insisted on as an effective 
additional safeguard over and above 
all sanitary precautions.”

WINTER PAINTING 

The winter months provide a good 
time to repaint window screens at 
leisure in preparation for their use 
again in the spring. Fine mesh screen 
should be painted on both sides to en¬ 
sure full protection of the wire.

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OTTAWA.- Now Year's Day, 1947, will 
have historic significance an the day on wh^h 
Canadians assume full-fledged citizenship, and 
Civic bodies across the country are laying plans 
for ceremonial celebrations of Citizenship 
Week, Jan. 5-11. 

Sponsored by the citizenship branch of the 
state department, a national ceremony will bo 
held in Ottawa Jan. 3 in the white stone su¬ 
preme court of Canada building, with Hon, 
Thlbaudeau Rinfret, chief justice, presiding 
and representatives from the nine provinces at¬ 
tending to receive their Canadian* citizenship 
certificates. The proceedings will be broadcast 
over a CBC national network. 

In the week following, all provincial capi¬ 
tals and other cities where there is a wide re¬ 
presentation of various racial groups will con¬ 
duct similar celebrations. 

Ceremonies are planned by Charlottetown, 
Halifax, Fredericton, Quebec, Montreal, Toron- 
1 to, Welland, St. Catherines, Windsor, Sudbury, 
Winnipeg, Saskatoon, Regina, Edmonton, Van¬ 
couver and Victoria. 

While the ceremonies will vary in various 
centres, they are expected to follow’ fairly 
! closely a pattern suggested by the citizenship 
| branch. This program begins with an assembly 
j of citizens, with a parade of colors and the 
1 singing of O Canada, and possibly pageants or 
I musical programs designed to illustrate the 
1 unity in diversity of Canadian life.

LONDON. — Londoners, now deeply im¬ 
mersed in the biggest Christmas shopping rush 
for seven years, are happily convinced of one 
thing: they have seen lots worse Christmases 
in the past than this one. 

Santa Claus has been on the Job in the 
West End’s big department stores for tw*o or 
three weeks. The first Christmas trees arrived 
at the Covent Garden market and they promise 
to be plentiful this year. Stores are piled high 
with the biggest stocks of the best toys Bri¬ 
tain’s youngsters have seen since 1938. 

Despite these delights, thousands of Bri¬ 
tons are planning to spend Christmas abroad. 
At the Swiss legation in London, queues of 400 
people daily line-up for visas to the brightest 
oasis of plenty and prosperity in all Europe. 

Legation officials expect to be handing out 
700 visas a day by the end of this month but 
for the majority who will be staying home, the 
festive prospects are at least much brighter 
than at any time since the W’ar started. 

There will be extra meat, fats and sugar. 
Bakery stores will be selling decorated cakes 
for the first tintc since early in the war. There 
is a better supply of continental wines than at 
any time since 1939—though Scotch whisky is 
as scarce ns ever. 

Canned fruit, which hasn’t been on sale at 
nil for over a year, will be in the stores again. 
For the first time in eight years, it will include 
canned pineapple—a delicacy which Britons 
had almost forgotten about. 

Small allocations of dried fruits have made | 
it possible for most housewives to rustle up a ! 
plum pudding. Even turkeys will be 
more plentiful than in recent years 
- though there still w’on’t be enough 
to go round and a fair-sized bird will 
run to $20 or so.

In September, for 
example, the total value was well 
over £250,000, (’$1,000,000), about 

seven tifnes the monthly value in 
1938. The sharp decline in toy manu¬ 
facture in Britain during the war has 
actually reacted to the advantage of 
industry in that it has been the 
means of introducing new ideas and 
designs based on war production ex¬ 
perience. For example, one firm which 
made fuel valves for Lancaster bomb¬ 
ers during the war is now turning 
out, on the same machine lines, pre¬ 
cision toys as accurate as the Lan- 
! caster parts.

Longest In History 

Coal Strike In British Columbia Has 
Lasted For 98 Years 

NANAIMO, B.C.—Coal strikes can 
be long affairs. One has been going 
on here for 93 years and the men 
are still out. 

Henry Castillou, K.C., of Vancouv¬ 
er, told the Nanaimo Pioneers’ Soci¬ 
ety about it. 

Indian miners went on strike in 
3853, and a native has never worked 
In the mines here since. 

The Indiana were hired to dig coal 
for His Majesty's ship Cormorant. 
They received four shillings a day, 
plus presents for their chiefs, but 
they soon quit, demanding higher 
pay. There was no settlement. 

Mining methods were crude, the 
miners being lowered into the shaft 
in a big tub. 

Mr. Castillou described the* walk¬ 
out as the “longest coal miners’ 
strike in history.”

Europe Have Beer. Eased 

Parcel post service to Albania, 
Bulgaria and Romania is now resum¬ 
ed after having been suspended for 
some time, it has been announced. 

Total weight of parcels to these 
countries must not exceed 11 pounds 
and total value must not be more 
than $25. No one sender may send 
more than two parcels per week, 
each of which must be to different 
addresses. 

Certain articles of value, such as 
new wearing apparel, may be subject 
to import restrictions and senders 
are advised by postal authorities to 
find out from the addressee whether 
the articles they intend to send to 
relatives and friends would be ex¬ 
empt from such restrictions. 

Commercial parcels may be sent 
to Bulgaria and Romania but for the 
present the service to Albania is re¬ 
stricted to gift parcels.
